This no boubt has caused 
some Of the Oder which has been arising from the vareious 
stench hdles which have been located in said section. and 
which this board has been endeavoring to rid the commun-~ 
ity ofe 


Dr. Folsom reported that the St. Marks School's so called 
filter bed, had@ been done away with also that the loam & 

. gravel from the excavation of their new settling tank | 
which has been installed by them this summer was hauled 
to the now unused town dump located near their barn's & 
that now kaks no foul oders could arise from this sourse. 
He also gaid that the Deerfoot Farms Coe was now hauling 
all of their skim milk surplus to the Marlborough Sewerage 
system and that their dump had also been filled in ar 
covered with loam. It wags learned that(according t® a 
State Health official) it may not be until spring freshet 
season before all present stench bases are washed away. 
This leaves only One pogsibe base for any more foul oders, 
whkehk in this vacinity which is the pig pen of Bertonazi 
on school street. This to the best of our knowledge has 
not bothered the inhabitants of this section since early 
spring. . 


It was reported the a State Health official had recently 
looked Over the present town dump on Parkerville Rd. and 
his only comment was that he would like to see the town 
keep the top pushed Over the bank and leveled off more 
often. It wags of the Opinion of one member of the board 
that the town by- laws gave this board the right to do 
whatever was necessary to keep a spot of this sort in 
an orderly manner if it was not being done properly by 
an Other department. 


Dr Folsom called Selectman Spurr on the phone to see 

what colud be done about getting the long promiced agree- 
ment between the town and the Deerfoot Farms Co. for the 
use Of the Parkerville Road dump, signed He learned that 
the majority Of the boar were willing and would sign said 
agreement and send a copy to this board for approval | 
shortly.
